CHICAGO, July 14.—Murders in 
Chicago numbered  eighty-three 
during the first six months of 
19223. an increase over the same 
period of 1921 of 26.5 per cent, 
and over 1920 of 30.1 per cent. 
May marked the high water mark 
in the months, showing twenty- 
one murders, the largest number 
in that length of time since the 
race riots tm 1919. 

Five of the twenty-one May mur- 
ders came through the Black Hand, 
Jealousy brought four, robbery 
three, vengeance, two, domestic 
discord, two, and unknowd, one. 
Two murders were committed by 
felons, resisting arrest, and twu 
by morons. |

President Millerand Cool 
Youthful Assailant Badly 


PARIS, July 14. — All quarters 
in the French capital tonight are 
being gpbjected to an intensive 
search on the part of the French 
police for the other members of 
the band of young assassins who 


attempted to shoot President Mil- 
lerand at the height of today's in- 
dependence ceremonies. 

Making use of their vast files 
the French secret police are comb- 
ing the radical haunts of Mont- 
martre, and also are combing thee 
economic students’ clubs in the 
Latin quarter. 

Agents.of the German monar- 
chist party are suspected of using 
young French radicals as their 
dupes, and in this connection it is 
believed that the Germans have 
worked in close co-operation with 
the Red hand of Moscow. Paris, 
which always has been a haven for 
exiles from all parts of the world, 
presents a vast field for the detec- 
tives to cover. It is expected that 
large numberds of prisoners will 
be taken for interrogation. 


MOTOR MISTAKEN 


Gustave Bouvet. the assailant, 
sald to have planned to kill Mille- 
rand, mistook the motor of Pre- 
fect of Police Naudin for that of 
the President, but M. Millerand 
was riding in an open carriage 
some distance behind. His three 
revolver shots, fired at a range of 
ten feet, went singing ‘over the 
heads of M. Naudin and two other 
high police officials. One shot 
went through the sleeve of a wom-- 
an, who suddenly brushed in front 
of Bouvet. 

Bouvet attempted to flee, but the 
mob seized him and were mauling 
him when the police rescued him. 
The potice had some difficulty in 
getting the attempted assassin for 
members of the crowd wanted to 
lynch him.

Paulais banquet hall, was divided 
almost equally between its 
eulogistic enthusiasm. for Mr. 
Jones and a fiery denunciation of 
the State machine and the present 
Governor. Col. Tom Thornton 
served as toastmaster, and Will 
Hays, a cousin of Will Hays, read 
telegrams from prominent Demo- 
crate praising Mr. Jones and pro- 
dicting a Democratic gubernatorial 
victory. 

Mr. Jones, after briefly sketch- 
ing his career and thanking the 
Democratic Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia for indorsing his candidacy,, 
plunged into his subject.

The housewife will see 
to it that she has a generous stock 
of carbonated or, as the children 
call it, “fizzy water.“ Then she will 
plan for the syrups that are to 
help make the home soda foun- 
tain a place of refreshment. These 
may be made from canned or fresh 
fruit juices a considerable quantity 
at a time, adding equal parts of 
sugar syrup and bottling until the 
fruit flavors are needed. 

Probably the camping party will 
have provided itself with a port- 
able freezer, but if not, ice cream 
may be made in small quantities in 
two agate pails, packing as for a 
“real” freezer, and turning the 
inner pail by placing the finger tips 
on the cover and twirling it until 
the cream forms.
